Barring a freeze or other crop 
disaster, the Canal Point Farm 
Labor Supply Center will be open- 
ed on March 6, according to an 
announcement made today by the 
Pahokee Housing Authority. The 
decision to open this Center was 
made at a special meeting of the 
Board of Directors held Wednes- 
day night to consider requests 
made by numerous interested 
growers for its opening in order to 
house labor eae to harvest the 
spring crops in this area. It will, 


as in the past, be used for the | 


housing of 
workers. 

The Canal Point Center has been 
closed since September 20, 1947, 
when it was flooded as a result of 
the hurricane on September 17. 
During the past few weeks since 
the flood waters receded from the 
site of the Center, repair of the 
Center. buildings has been done 
and is being continued in order 
to have the whole Center avail- 
-bie'far occupancy by’ the announc- 
ed opening date: 

Responsibility for thé operation 
of the Canal Point, Everglades and 
Pahokee Farm Labor Supply Cen- 
ters was.assumed by the Pahokee 
Housing Authority on October 16, 
1947 after the Labor. Branch of 
the Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration, USDA, ceased opera- 
tion of these and five’ other per- 
manent centers in Florida. The 
Everglades and Pahokee Centers 
have c6ntinued uninterrupted ope- 
ration since that date. J. W. Vann 
is employed as Secretary-Treasurer 
and Executive Director of the 
Authority.
